S2 (Okla., Aug. 12—-Law- 
yers’ expense accounts, running as 
high as $300,000, a single fee already 
paid amounting to $750,000, and con- 
tingent fees stin pending that would 
aggregate about $5,000,000, figured in 
the investigation of the Indian land 
affairs in the special committee ap- 
pointed by the House of Representa- 
tives today. 
It was pointed out that the Indians 
never had. received large amounts of 
money due them without having to 
“come across” in the shape of fees, 
and though they employed lawyers on 
yearly salaries, extra fees were con- 
stantly paid for the employment of 
special counsel. The special fee of 
$750,000 was paid several years ago to 
J. F. McMurray and his law partners 
after they had. prosecuted what are 
known as the citizenship cases, while, 
it is stated. they kept off the rolls 30,000 
claimants who wanted to participate 
in the claims against the government. 

By the winning of this sult it was ex- 
plained that the value of the property 
to the Indians Who remained on the 
rolls was enhanced -$16,000,000, on a 
basis of $5000 for each of the 32,000 
claimants kept off. The sale of the 
property and the division ot the pro- 
ceeds is still being fought for by the 


CHOCTAW THSTIFIES. * 
This testimony devdloped in the ex- 
amination of George F. Scott, a Choc- 
taw. Scott was active in securing sig- 
natures for the McMurray contracts to 
promote the approval of which by 
Congress Senator Gore charges that 
on May 6 he was off a bribe of $25,- 
000 or $50,000 by Jake Hamon. 
McMurray’s contracts, Scott testified, 
if carried out in their entirety, would 
dispose of about $50,000,000 worth of 
property, which, on a 10 per cent. At- 
torney’s fee” basis, would result in a 
net profit to McMurray and his associ- 
ates of $5,000,000. This fee, according to 
Senator Gore and members of the 
committee, who interrogated the wit- 
nesses, would be paid for services that 
the government already had promised 
to give the Indians without cost. 

Scott also showed in his testimony 
that the cost of employing McMurray 
would be in addition to $30,000 now paid 
annually to regular attorneys. 

Scott's contention was that attorneys 
on the regular salary were not as ac- 
tive as contingent fee attorneys. Scott 
appeared after his name frequently 
had been mentioned dy previous wit- 
nesses. 

CHIEF OPPOSED ACTION 

It was he who testified he sent tele- 
grams to Washington urging the ap- 
proval of the contracts. He- had been 
working for McMurray without any 
written or verbal agreement, he said, 
as to sharing in the fees, and had in- 
duced many Indians to sign. He worked 
in this respect among the Indians de- 
spite the opposition of Green Mecur- 
tain, chief of the Choctaws. 

In one telegram to Richard X.

afe again creating havoe through- 
out the Pacific Northwest. Today the 
village of Clifton, on the Lower Co- 
lumbia River, is surrounded on three 
sides by fires and the 125 families who 
compose its population, have packed 
their belongings, prepared to flee.

Two thousand men are fighting the 
fires about Gray's Harbor. East of 
Montesano, Wash., several fires are 
smoldering, which threaten to bring 
danger to camps located near Elma.

where the section is still unsettled. Up 
around Puget Sound fierce fires are 
raging at several points, the worst one 
being five miles north of Bellingham, 
It is estimated that twenty fires are 
burning in Eastern Oregon and Wash- 
ington, and the combined area of tim- 
ber destroyed is tremendous. 

WALLACE IN DANGER. 

One hundred families of Wallace, 
Idaho, are packing up their belongings 
and will leave for outside points to 
escape forest fires, which are raging 
near, threatening to wipe out a por- 
tion of the city.

New Station to Be Built in 
Long Beach. 


The Pacific Electric Depot is to be 
enlarged. Monday an engineer will ex- 
amine the frame work on the ground 
floor and will report on the feasibility 
of out the tentative plans 
which have been drawn up. 

Should it be found that the structural 
plan of the building will allow of the 
alterations, the east wall of the parti- 
tion of the waiting-room will be torn 
out and the floor of the restaurant 
and palm-garden will be lowered to a 
level with the main floor. This will 


double the capacity of the waiting- 


room, and make way for six extra 
gates to the platform. 

If: it is found possible to make the 
desired alterations the line of gates 
will run straight back to the end of 
the building. This will lessen the con- 


gestion to a marked extent and will 


make it possible to have a separate 
gate for most of the important trains. 
At the time the depot was built it 
was planned to do all of the switching 
of cars within the building proper and 
this scheme worked very well for a 
short time. Last fall it was found 
necessary to tear out the back of the 
building and rear a net-work of ele- 
vated tracks outside for switching, as 
even two-car trains could not be 
handled inside. Now this arrangement 
has become wholly inadequate owing 
to the rapidly growing business and it 
is absolutely essential that further 
space be provided. 

GREAT NUMBER OF TRAINS. 
At the present time the Pacific Elec- 
tric Company is handling 1200 trains 
a day. This is 100 more trains than 
the combined number running on the 
electric interurban roads out of Chi- 
cago, Springfield, III., Indianapolis, De- 
troit and Toledo and over the South- 
ern Indiana lines.

geles capitalists, who yesterday took 
over the townsite of Calzona, on the 
recently-opened Parker cut-off of the 
Santa Fé road. A railroad from Cal- 
zona to Blythe City, opening up the 
300,000 acres of rich lands that have 
been taken up by homesteaders and 
desert entries in the Palo Verde and 
Chuckawalla valleys, is part of the 
development scheme, The possible 
opening to settlement of the Colorado, 
River Indian reservation, lying just 
across the river from Calzona, this 
fall is another plan which is being 
anticipated in the development of the 
2¢,000 acres immediately surrounding 
Calzona. The Calzona lands will come 
under the big ditch, which is to be 
built by the Chuckawalla Develop- 
ment Company. 

Associated. with this movement is 
the organization of a wealthy syndi- 
cate to develop a new Egyptian cotton 
region on the Colorado River. The 
success of this year’s crop in the Im- 
perial Valley, running, in many in- 
stances, from $70 to $80 an acre, in net 
profit, is putting a value on the soil 
of $200 an acre. A number of home- 
steaders are already irrigating land 
from wells in the vicinity of Calzona 
and are obtaining water at a depth of 
from 130 feet to twenty feet. 

The Palo Verde mesa, which the 
branch line from Calzona to Blythe 
City will tap, has already been taken 
over by R. M. Teague, the San Dimas 
citrus expert, and a number of asso- 
ciates, as a new orange-growing dis- 
trict, where nave) oranges can be pro- 
duced for the Thanksgiving market. 

VAST REACH.

C. Howe and R. N. Taylor, real estate 
men; William Talbert, G. B. Pauland,

Capt. McCord Patrolman Irvine 
testified that Mandry was one of eight 
men whom they found patrolling in 
front of the Craig plant, marching 
back and forth in twos, in violation 
of the city ordinance, and their arrest 
followed. Other witnesses told of the 
efforts of these picketers, including 
Mandry, to belittle the Craig workmen 
and induce them not to work. Other 
witnesses were T. W. Williams, H. P. 
Tobey and E. L. Becker, officials of 
the Craig plant, and Chief Moyer, all 
of whom identified Mandry as one of 
the picketers. The defense put only 
the defendant on the stand, and he, of 
course, denied that he was a picket or 
had violated the law.
